But, come next year, these same 
people will be expecting the very best 
out of these youngsters again and will 
conveniently forget how little support 
and encouragement they have given 
them. 


Be sure and mark a big “X” on your 
calendar for Saturday so that you will 
remember to go vote. It would be 
great if at least 90 percent of those 
who are qualified to vote would turn 
out for this important election 
Saturday. Even this would be a 
lighter turnout than it should be 
because there are far too many who 
have not qualified themselves to vote. 
As we have said in this column 
many times before we do not care 
how you vote but please vote. 
We do not know who started the 
idea that newspapers endorse certain 
candidates and are not sure if it is a 
good or a bad idea but since it seems 
to be an accepted practice we might 
as well join the rest of them in doing 
so. So for what it is worth, these are 
our picks. 
For United States Senator we have 
to go along with Barefoot Sanders if 
for no other reason than he is the only 
one of the candidates who has a 
chance of defeating 
Ralph Yar­ 
borough. The people of Texas retired 
Ralph once and this should be enough. 
For governor we have already 
stated our 
preference for Dolph 
Briscoe and these last days of cam­ 
paign have done nothing to change 
our minds. 
For Lieutenant Governor we have 
to go along with Wayne Connally for 
two reasons. One is that if he just half 
the Lt. Governor that his brother was 
Governor then he will be a winner and 
the other is that we still remember 
that he tried to get the state to assume 
more of the financial burden of 
operating our school system last year 
during the regular session of the 
legislature. Had he been successful 
we might not be in the bind with the 
courts we now find ourselves in. 
We will stay with Crawford Martin 
for the post of Attorney General, 
feeling that by and large he has done 
a good job. 
When you get down to Comptroller 
of Public 
Accounts 
and 
State 
Treasurer we find it hard to know just 
which way to turn. We are convinced 
that both the incumbents need to 
retire since they have both passed the 
normal retirement age. But it seems 
very difficult to find out very much 
about the other candidates seeking 
these offices. 
Using no other guideline than the 
fact that they are from our part of the 
country we are supporting 
R. G. 
(Randy) Pendleton of Andrews for 
Comptroller and Baker Rudolph of 
Coleman for Treasurer. 
As far as we can find out John C. 
White has done a good job as Com­ 
missioner of Agriculture as has Byron 
Tunned as Railroad Commissioner. 
Both of these men should probably be 
re-elected.

And What Have Yov

Normally we do not endorse anyone 
at the county level but we are going to 
make an exception this time and 
endorse Woodrow Simmons for a 
second term as sheriff. He has done 
us a very good job and has done 
everything possible to serve the whole 
county and deserves a second term. 
In an effort to give our readers a 
better opportunity to make up their 
own minds about the commissioner’s 
race we mailed all four candidates a 
questionnaire dealing with some of 
the issues that seemed important in 
the race. But apparently at least 
some of the candidates did not want to 
answer tho questionnaire and talked 
the others out of returning theirs. 
We drew up the questionnaire after 
re a d in g 
all 
of 
the 
c a n d i d a t e ’s 
statements and finding that about all 
they seemed concerned about was the 
county 
roads. 
While 
the 
c o m ­ 
m issioners do have the r e s p o n ­ 
sibilities of the county roads, they 
also represent their precinct on the 
commissioner’s court. 
Because most of the voters do not 
live on county roads and have little 
interest in this matter, they must 
make their selection on the basis of 
who will serve the needs of the public 
the best on the commissioner’s court. 
This means that about the same 
considerations should be given in 
making the selection that one would 
use to select a city councilman or a 
school trustee. 
P"or this reason we asked each of 
the 
c a n d id a te s 
the 
following 
questions: Why are you running for 
Commissioner? What do you con­ 
sider your qualifications for the of­ 
fice? What do you think the most 
pressing needs of the county are at 
present0 What programs do you feel 
should be started or stressed to deal 
with the needs? 
How do you feel about assigning one 
or more Sheriff’s deputies (with cars) 
to the northern part of the county 
even if it should mean a 
slight in­ 
crease in county taxes? How do you 
teel about redrawing the precinct 
lines in Jones County to more nearly 
conform to the one-man, one-vote 
rulings by the courts0 How do you feel 
about the 
county 
go v e rn m e n t 
working m ore closely with the 
various city governments within the 
county in such areas as rural fire 
protection, 
a m b u la n c e 
service, 
garbage disposal, tax collections, law 
enforcement, etc.? 
We felt these questions were im­ 
portant but apparently the candidates 
did 
not. 
The 
one 
question 
that 
probably should not have been in­ 
cluded was the one about redrawing 
the p recinct lines be ca u se this 
question has been settled by the 
courts and now it is just a question of 
when the commissioner’s court is 
going to obey the court ruling. They 
have put it off for several years now 
with one excuse or another but will 
probably have to do something in the 
near future. 
A good example of how bad the 
situation is in the county is shown in 
the distribution of the qualified voters 
in the county by precincts. This is as 
follows: Precinct I, 1801; Precinct 2, 
2,494; Precinct 3, I, 165; and Precinct 
4, 711. Hamlin is in Precinct I and 
Stamford is in Precinct 2. 
This means that the 711 voters in 
Precinct 4 have the same voice in 
their county government as do the 
1801 voters living in Precinct I. This
